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Introduction 


The  new  French  as  a Second  Language  (FSL)  Program  of  Studies 
consists  of  nine  levels  of  proficiency:  Beginning  French  1,  2,  3, 
Intermediate  French  4,  5,  6 and  Advanced  French  7,  8,  9. 

This  annotated  bibliography  does  not  attempt  to  include  all  of  the 
excellent  FSL  resources  that  are  currently  available. 

Selection  Criteria

attitudes  toward,  and  a greater  understanding  of,  the  French 
language  and  culture. 

4.  The  materials  take  into  account  different  styles  of  learning. 

5.  The  materials  depict  aspects  of  francophone  community  life  in 
Canada  and  in  other  countries. 

6.  The  content  is  current,  accurate  and  free  of  obvious  bias. 

7.  The  materials  support  the  development  of  all  language  skills. 

8.  The  materials  can  be  adapted  to  a variety  of  teaching  styles. 

9.  The  general  physical  format  (design,  print,  illustrations)  is 
appealing. 

10.  The  materials  are  reasonably  priced,  durable  and  readily  available.
